The most extended account of the 
operations along the eastern French 
frontier yet published was issued by 
the British official information bureau 
on Sunday, It is very optimistic on 
the situation. There have been no big 
battles since the 30th of August, and 
the Allies have taken advantages cf 
the respite to strengthen their forces. 
Nineteen thousand fresh’ troops have 
been added to the British forces, 
which counterbalance the losses suf- 
fered from the beginning of the war to 
date, which are estimated at 15,000, 
including killed, woun led and missing. 
It is stated that a number ot those re- 
ported as missing will return to the 
main army intact. 
The Germans have divected their 
heaviest efforts against the British 
troops, but they stood the shock of 
Siiperior numbers exceedingly well, 
and have inflicted losses on the enemy 
in a proportion of three to one. The 
official report states that the supecior 
intelligence and training of the British- 
ers especially in taking advantage of

Ger- 
man Emperor retused Britain's 
friendly invitation to peaceful con- 
ference of the powers, signed by no 
less able and peaceful statesman 
than Sir Edward Grey, and pro- 
posed in return that Brtain agree 
that Germany be permitted to march 
thro ugh Belgium to attack France 
thus placing Belgium, Holland, 
Sweden, and Norway open to her 
fleets and armies. Her Emperor, 
hitherto for 25 years the world’s 
foremost peace potentate, has 
day become the chief destroyer as 
‘war lord’ of Eurepe. We, advo- 
cates of heavenly peace and foes ot 
hellish war, must not tail to expose 
and denounce the guilty originaters 
thereot.

Holiday 


Editor Strathmore Standard, 


Sir,—We see by your paper that 
the business men of Strathmore are 
to continue the half-holiday, which 
we want to protest against. Now, 
we don't begrudge them all the 
pleasure they can get, but when 
they take it at the expense of the 
public that furnishes them their 
living, we don’t think it right, for 
what farmer can tell when he will 
break some of his machinery and 
have to go to town for repairs, and 
while he is going for repairs he also 
takes along what produce he hap- 
pens to have on hand and wants tu 
do what other trading he needs to 
do all in the same trip. If it 
happens to be the half holiday he 
can’t do anythiag in town and may- 
be has come miles—so look at the 
inconvenience it puts him to. As 
fer the merchants being cooped up 
in their stores every week-day from 
8 a.m. to 6.30 p.m., they do that 
because they like to, and you know 
it don't begin to be the hard work 
that a farmer has to put up with 
from 4 or 5 am. to 8 orgp.m. 
every week day, and all the same 
chores on Sunday, which is early 
and late, If a farmer takes a 
holiday it is at his expense and not 


at the expense of the patrons, so 
we beg of the business men to dis- 
continue the holiday for the tarmers’ 
good as well as their own, Strath- 
more is the only town of its size in 
Alberta that closes doors for half- 
holiday. Even Calgary does not 
close up tight like the little town of 
Strathmore. It will be the down- 
fall of Strathmore if they continue, 
for already people are turning to 
other little towns where they used 
to go to Strathmore.
